HOME MISSIONS, 
Extract from a Missionary’s Annual Report, 1831. 

“ T have continued my labors in this place and vicinity 
much on the same plan ‘the past year as in years before. 
Our work gradually prospers. Since the commencement 
of your last society year eighteen have been added to our 
church. We number five other hopeful converts. A few 
others are inquiring. This has been substantially our state 
through the year. One follows another in constant, though 
slow succession, into the kingdom. 

« But we cannot compute the good of our labors here 
from the accessions to our church. ‘There are other im- 
portant marks of encouragement which we do well to no- 
tice; such as these : 

* Growing acquaintance of the people with the nature 
and design of the Christian Church.—Many of the in- 
habitants of the town know as little about) ecclesistical 
matters as about the precept of Confucius. No ecclesi- 
astical establishment has ever yet commanded the attention 
of the chief part of the people. Until our efforts called the 
subject ito notice, the tmsignificance of the church and its 
operations attracted too lithe regard to tempt any further 
inquiry respecting religions privilege and policy, than was 
necessary to avoid taxation for the support of ministers, 
Indifference to these matters is gradually disappearing.

The Alleghanies.—Rey. $. Sessions, in a letter to the 
Editors of the Vt. Chronicle, dated, Seneca Mission, July 
29th, 1831, says : 

Lam happy to say that the Lord has favored another 
portion of our aborigines with the outpourings of his Holy 
Spirit; viz. the Alleghanies. This portion of our Seneca 
tribe number about G00; 400 of whom are pagans. "They 
are scattered up and down the Alleghany river for about 40 
miles. ‘They have never had a missionary among them » 
the Christian party have enjoyed the oceasional labors of 
the missionaries at this and Cataraugus stations, and a 
church has been formed, consisting of sixteen members, 
who have stood firm against the assaults of the pagans. 

Sut, afew weeks since, the pagans arose and stretched 
their hand over them, and forbade their receiving a mis- 
sionary at their reservation to hold a meeting. As seon as 
we heard of it, we appointed # four-days meeting there. 
L arrived and commenced the meeting on Wednesday, and 
was alone until about noon on Thursday, when Mr, Thayer, 
the teacher at Cataraugus, arrived; TP appointed an anx- 
ious meeting at 9 o’clock the next morning, and I met 40 
in the anxious room! At the close of the second day, be- 
tween 30 and 40 came to the anxious seat; and the next 
morning more than 50 assembled in the anxious room to 
mmqure wrt they should do to be saved; and all seemed 
to have a deep sense of their awlul situation while out of 
Christ. LT left on Saturday. At the close of the services 
on the Sabbath, PE was informed, 1 ly the whole congre- 
vation arose when the anxious were requested to come tor- 
ward, and pressed thew way fot ward to the seats,  Tndeed, 
it was a day of intense interest.
